The following remarks are respectfully submitted in connection with the 
above-identified application, in response to the Office Action dated November 9, 
2004. 

Submitted herewith is a supplemental declaration for a reissue patent 
application executed by the inventors which includes a statement that every error in 
the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application and which is not 
covered by the prior oath(s) and/or declaration(s) submitted in this application arose 
without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant.
